The New Y< rk correspondent of tbe Bos- 
ton Journal writes : 

1 1 saw Bonner on the road the other day. It 
is one of tbe sights of New York. It is inter- 
esting to witness tho sensation ho produces, 
though he appears every day. He comes late 
on the road, but his coming is watched for 
with the greatest eagerness by all classes. Ho 
is very systematic and can usually be seen 
turning into tbe gate from Eighth avenue about 
five o'clock. His ploasuro never interleres 
with business; his day's work is sej do rely 
'.tone befure he leaves tor his stables. He has 
a rig which he puts on, when ho prepares for 
tho work of the road. Dexter is the favorito 
with tho public and they are usually gralilied, 
especially on* a pleasant atlornoon. Other 
hordes have had thoir brush and have been 
led oil' foaming to tho shed. Tho piazzas ol 
all tho hotels that line tho road are crowded 
with horsemen and the windows with lady 
friends. Spectators with their teams draw 
up on tho side of tho road to await tho groat 
evo:;t of the Jay. During the meeting of tho 
two conferences of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church In New York last week, it was esti- 
mated that two-thirds of the clergymen went 
out on H.irlom Lane to get a 6ighl of Dexter 
and his famous owner, Bonner makes his 
appearance at a slow pace, apparently indil« 
ferent to tbo impression produced, Ho wiuc'tes 
to sec that tho coast is clear. By common 
consent, when Bonner appears, tho road is 
cleared. A Dacotah Indian might tako lessons 
of Bonner in his yells. As Dexter starts on 
his course \iia driver can bo heard half a mile 
off. The excited throng shout 'That's Boi.ner, 1 
and all come Lo their feet. The team rushes 
by with the fleetness ol tho wind, and is out of 
sight in an instant. There arc some things 
that cannot l)e duscribed — a panic in Wall 
street, tin: inside of St Peter's, the harmony of 
an Italian organ'st, the coloring of the great 
masters iu tbe Pilti Palace, tho trotting ot 
Dexter, lie moves as no other horse moves — 
he is the poetry of motion. He does not sprawl, 
throw his feet out or throw them around, but 
seems to glide out of himself, giving; the idea 
that any amount of speed cau bo obtained. He 
is never exhausted — there is no exertion, there 
is a reserve of speed that is peculiar. Go as 
fast as lie will, his hoofs can b« as distinctly 
seen as when ho is on a slow trot. Horsemen 
say that his speed has never been known, and 
wi'bout controversy the palm is awarded to 
biui on all bands, 

'A very exciting scene took place tho othor 
day. A fray horse appeared ou the road — a 
stranger lo every one. Tho speed of the ani- 
mal was marvellous Where iho horse came 
from or to whom he belonged nobody seemed 
to know. Tho driver watched tor Bonner. 
\fter a sharp content ho actually distanced 
Dexter. The thrill of excitement was inde- 
scribable, Benner turned his horso into the 
shed and had him blanketed. Wall, street 
wag scarcely ever more excited than was the 
road that aiiernooD. Iu a short liino Dexter 
reappeared and hero his pale antagonist was — 
ready for the contest, Bonner put up tho top 
of his wagon which, it is known, makes a 
^reat difference in speed. Tho white horse 
came tearing along al a marvellous gait. 
Bonner sprang to his feet and gave a screech 
that might havo been heard in Westchester 
County. Dexter heard and understood the 
sigu.il, buckled to his work, and left the while 
iorso so tar behind that bo was not to be 
mentioned the same afternoon.

ExtoDtlve 
gold-hearing quartz-land*, which will yield 
Irom $3 to $0. per ton, exist iu many paitf 
ol toe State, and in the great auriferous 
belt of Muiiposa, Calaverax, and Nevada, 
but remain uuworkud, while wo find lodges 
in Aus ralia profitably worked, yeilding only 
33 per ion — lor example; From 7,453 Ions 
ol 2,240 pounds lo ihu ton, ol quailz ootaiued 
from a quaitz-inino in Bdllarut, the yield 
per too amounted to §2 aud yet a dividend 
ot SIO.SUO was declated. The total cost ol 
raising the r jck from the mine, cruehiug, ex- 
tracting Kold, wear and teai ol inaclnuery, 
and lor-s ol mercury, was estimated at 1 30 
per ton. The St John del 11 y Mine, in 
Brazil, bus o.eu profitably wuiked since 
I7d0, and cootiooea to give a hau.lsome piolii 
toils owners, with a yield of no more than 
a quarter of au ounce ol gold per ton of

ia lo in our own, is evident. Caiilornia labor 
ia dealer than in any of Iho other countries 
excepting the inhospitable region of Caiiboo, 
British Columbia, Laborer? receiving $S2 
per day in Australia, receive S3 iu this S ate, 
and nil others employed at a oo' responding 
rate.

Colonial Contributions. — A return pre- 
pared at the Colonial (Jliice shows largo con- 
tributions from colonics to relief funds recent- 
ly raised in Eugland. The Secretary uf the 
Patriotic Kutid issued a list in H58 showing 
lhat at Ihe end of the year 1857 sums amount- 
uig to jCJIo 3:10 had been received from india 
and the colonies as contributions to lhat fund. 
A Parliamentary return prepared In July, 1847, 
showed £ i). 100 contributed by colonies to the 
relief fund raised on occasion of tho Irish fam- 
ine. The colony ol Victoria sent £25.000 to 
the Indian Mutiny Fund, and South Australia 
£2 803. Tho Cotton Famine Relief Fund was 
greatly indebted to tbe colonies. Tho Secre- 
lary of State received reports of largo contri- 
butions from Australia— £21.31 1 from N'ew 
South Wales, and £5000 fro n Victoria ; but 
more information is derived from the reports 
ol the London and the Manchester associations. 
The Secretary of tho Mansion House Heliel 
Fund reported, early In 18GJ, no less tban 
£61 201 received from India (not Including the 
£2(i.00O from tho balance of ihe Indian Famine 
Fund), aud contributions from various colo- 
nies amounting to £28.125, and about the 
*ame lime the Secrolary ol Iho Manchester Re. 
lief Fund reported tho receipt of loreign and 
colonial contributions amounting to £73.195 
India, Canada and Australia all occupy an 
honorable place in these lists. 



Explosion. --A Brazilian schooner loaded 
with three hundred and sixty tons of gun- 
powder was 1.1 iwn up on the 2J ol January, 
at ibe' Inland of Cento, in ihe mouth ol ihe 
liver Paraguay. Seventeen persons perished 
on board. A powJer fhtboat near the ma- 
gazine vanished ; a pontoon, hauled ashore 
hull a mile away, was diiven into the river 
and sunk.
